INGREASE IS SHOWN 


One tengible evidence of progress 
in Georgia was disclosed Monday in a 
report made publie by the state motor 
vehicle department lat 2,669 more 
cutomobile licenses were sold during 
the first four months of 1927 


year. 

During the month of April motor- 
ists purchased 17,102 automobile li- 
cense tags as compared to 16,494 for 
the corresponding month the previous 
vear.

It 
provided safe, stabilized and economie 
government for the people then cir- 
cumstanced by menacing perils, The 
of the men 
who made it has not been paralleied 
in any state since the republie was 
established. But the times have out- 
run it and.the state has outgrown it, 
until today it is a smothering blan- 
ket instead of a sail of progress. 

Georgia, in the past 50 years, has 
had a dozen men as governors who 
had the qualities of real statesmen. 
They nad ciear visions, noble ideals 
and enthusiasm for the public welfare, 
Had any one of them been given clear- 
ance and legislative support the state 
today would be keeping step in the 
front rank of the commonwealths of 
the union. 

But it is the tritest of truths to 
Say that under our constitution no 
different and better rate of progress 
‘an be made than that fixed for the 
state in the charter of 50 years ago, 
except through devices that are extra- 
constitutional and not inhibited spe- 
cifiealiy by that document. The new 
things the state has undertaken have 
been eperated through such devices.

Their Hope Is in Hardman. 

After reading the letters we have 
from practical and non-political writ- 
ers throughout the state, I come to this 
conclusion : 

That no man within my memory has 
come to the governorship of the state 
bringing so much of the confidence 
and so many of the hopes of the peo- 
ple as Governor Hardman. 

I believe their confidence is safely 
placed and their hopes soundly based. 

But, as my confere, Mr. Hollemon, 
lias already spot-lighted and exposed, 
Governor Hardman’'s road is going to 
be a rocky ove for him by a secretly- 
plotting cabal of unpatriotie poli- 
ticians who “would rather rule in hell 
than serve in heaven.” 

With whatever wisdom he offers 
policies to remedy the ills of the state,

Policies they had 
pledged to the people were tagged for 
defeat. So they boldly went over the 
heads of the legislators and back to 
the people. They sallied out into the 
State, spoke to the voters face to face, 
exposed the obstructors, and started 
streams of protest and demand that 
compeiled the legislators to enact their 
measures,

If the general assembly in June 
next falls promptly under control of 
the panhandlers and sets out to dou- 
ble-cross the administration,. Governor 
Hardman can sztely appeal to the 
people. He can “take his foot in his 
hand,” leave the legislature to seethe 
in its own juice, while he traverses 
the state to tell the home-folks just 
what sert of political skullduggery 
their representatives are carrying on 
under the dome of the eapitol.
